The father was shot 
on the floor, having sprung out of bed. The 
wife was bludgeoned to death, and then the 
inner room was entered. The feeble old 
vrandmother was attacked and her skull was 
crushed by a rain of blows which left the 
hore, blood and brain one red mass of 
pulp. Micheal was shot in the head and 
stomach. His sister was struck on the head 
bv a blow which left her a corpse, and 
Patrick, the younger child, was badly beaten 
over the head and face with a stick. 

TO DO THEIR HELLISH WORK 
with greater certainty and more dispatch the 
murderers lighted the room with a blazing 
piece of bog deal. Having completed their 
bloody and cruel murders,they departed, dis- 
appearing in the darkness from the 
scene where they had wrought such 
inhuman _—._ slaughter.

‘Ter- 
rified and faint, afraid to return to that hor- 
rible bed reeking with gore and ghastly with 
its dead that he had left in theinner room, 
trembling with dread to remain 
by the naked corpse of his 
father, feeling the pangs of death himself, 
he crept in by the side of his fatner’s wife. 
She lay moaning, but, though her head and 
face had been beaten into a bloody mass, she 
did not die till some time subsequently.

Two dogs .were in the bed where the bodies 
of the grandmother and granddaughter were 


lying, and they had eaten all the flesh off the 


left arm ofthe old woman, which was hang- 
ing over the bedside. The police 
endeavored ~- to drive away the 
animals, which were a sort of sheep 
dogs, bui,they had the greatest difficulty in 
doing c dogs ran underthe bed, evi- 
dently reluctant to leave the horrible feast of 
human flesh. When at length they were 
driven away they are said to have become 
mad and were destroyed by the inhabitants 
of the piace, 

Joyce and bis family were murdered in their 
own house near Congin,. County Galway, on 
the night of the 17th of August. It is believ- 
ed in the locality that the Joyces gave infor- 
mation relative to the murder of the bailiffs

the Position—The Judge Holds

A sort of suppressed storm passed over 
the Criminal Court to-day when Judge 
Laughlin took the bench for the first time 
since summer adjournment. The trouble has 
been brewing for days and searcely reached 
The history of it briefly 
toldis as follows: When Circuit Attorney 
Harris was stricken down with sickness last 
winter it was in the middle of exciting times, 
when the gambiers had caused war and prom- 
ised more of it. Judge Laughlin called in 
Col. James C. Normile to take the helm, 
which he did, taking the salary also. The 
trouble arose concerning the last mentioned. 
Mr. Harris was not wealthy in this world’s 
goods, and after a lingering illness, with a 


family dependent on him, he was 
in want of the salary attached to 
the office. Several prominent lawyers vol- 
unteered to fill the place, allowing the Cir- 
cuit Attorney to draw the salary, 
and this was made known to Normile. 
Normile resigned in July, allowing Harris 
}to draw the salary for the month. As the 
opening of court approached, Mr. Harris 
wrote to Judge Laughlin asking him to ap- 
-| point Mr. Charles T. Noland Acting Circuit 
Attorney _ uatil his complete re- 
cuperation, He also) 8=F——sowrrote Mr. 
Noland a letier. The latter waited 
on Judge Laughlin, and was surprised to 
hear that his Honor had promised the place 
to Col. Normile. Mr. Noland called Judge 
Laughlin’s attention to the fact that Mr. 
Harris was really wanting the money. The 
interview ended, and the matter went over 
until to-day, when Mr. Noland appeared be- 
fore the bar and made application to be 
appointed Aciing Circuit Attorney. He 
showed Mr. Harris’ letter and made reference 
to the interview. To this Judge Laughlin 
replied: “Col, Normuile accepted the position 
under peculiar circumstances and at my 
personal eolicitation.

INSATIATE JAY GOULD. 

The purchase of the contro) of the Hanni- 
bal and St. Jo-eph }Railroad by GOULD’s 
syndicate raises the very serious question 
whether there is any great interest in Mis- 
souri that isnot completely at the mercy of 
this insatiate man’s power. He and his 
friends, RUSSELL SaGE and SYDNEY DILLON, 
besides controlling the Union ; Pacific and its 
branches, west of us, and great trunk lines 
east of us, andthe telegraph system of the 
Union, upon which the press and public 
Opinion are so dependent, have within the 
last two years entered Missouri and acquired 
& control over her transportation, her indus- 
trial interests and her mineral wealth which 
places the whole State at their feet. 

They control the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern, 719 miles; capita!, $26,000,000; 
the Wabash, 874 miles; capital, $42,- 
000,000; the Missouri Pacific, 522 miles, 
capital $30,000,000; the St. Lowis and San 
Francisco, 408 miles, cost $42,000,000; the M., 
K. and T., 247 miles, worth $12,000,000; and 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph, 292 miles, cost 
$13,800,000; the St. Louis bridge, the St. 
Louis tunnel, the bridges at St. Charles, 
Kansas City and 8t. Joseph. These lines, 
some of them built to compete with the 
others, are now all pooled under one centrol, 
which means no competition and absolute 
command over the transportation of nearly 
all the products of the State. How such 
power may be wielded is seen in the fact 
that this acquisition was followed by the ac- 
quisition of controlling interests in stock 
vards,in the great iron and stee! manufactur= 
ing companies, in the Mississippi Barge Line, 
in mining property,especially the coal fields of 
Western Missouri, which are being all gob- 
bied up by GOULD and his asseciates because 
they are dependent on him for the transpor- 
tation of their outout. He thus controls over 
$120,000,000 worth of property in this State, 
which virtually controls everything else, and 
makes him the arbiter of business competi- 
tions between men and lccalities,and to a 
great extent the arbiter between parties and 
political aspirants. 

How he will use this vast power through 
his grand army of employes in this State may 
be inferred from his own recenv statement 
that his pigeon-holes were full of letters from 
politicians and eminent men suing for his 
favor. ‘I take little interest in politics,” said 
he, *‘and when I am forced to do so, it is be=- 
cause I must protect the enterprises in which 
Iam embarked and the interests of ; the 
stockholders embarked with me.’’ How he 
protects the latter is toldin thousands of 
squeezing and fleecing operations by which 
his control of so many lines has enabied him 
tolgrew fabulously rich on the ruin of tens of 
thousands of capitalists and the plunder of 
millions of producers. His attorneys and de- 
pendents figure in every primary and are on 
hand to play his quiet game in every conven- 
tion. His secret he over Siate officers 
and Legislatures lurks in the background of 
every public  questior. What feudal 
Baron of oid ever wielded a power s80 
mighty and far-reaching? I[t is charged 
that hs controle our Supreme Court 
nominations, and we have seen a startling 
manifestation of his might in the nomination 
of his West Missouri Lieutenant, Col. JAMES 
N. BURNES, for Congress in the St. Joseph 
District. Our Governor is known to be his 
friend and ally, ana the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching, no doubt, when the road to every 
form of political advancement in Missouri 
will lie through the favor of JAY GOULD.

Way IT WILL FAIL. 

The Utah Commission has changed its 
mind and concluded that, in spite of the 
Territorial statutes, it is authorized to purge 
the registration lists for the fall election, by 
striking therefrom all men and women who 
will not come forward and take a test-oath 
declaring that they are not bigamists, nor 
polygamists, nor cohabiting with persons of 
the opposite sex in any relation forbidden by 
the statutes of the United States, To conduct 
this expurgatory disfranchisement, however, 
they have appointed Mormon registering of- 
icersin elehtof the twenty-four counties, 
apostate Mormons jn nine,and Gentiles in 
seven. The Mormon hierarchy, with its au- 
thority to bind and loose, bas issued a proc- 
lamation commanding the faithful to “guard 
well our franchise, in one unbroken phalanx 
maintain and sustain our political status, 
and operate together in defense of what few 
liberties are leftus.”? It is clear that this ar- 
rangement will disfranchise only the few 
notorious polygamists whose guilt can be es- 
tablished by Gentile testimony, and that 
| people familiar with Utah were right in pre- 


dicting that Mr. EDMUNDS’ baliot-box 


crusade against the “twin relic” would result 
in a fiasco. : 
The danger is that this failure will render 
the Mormons more united and obstinate in 
the defense of their peculiar institution, 
more confident that God will defeat and re- 
buke its enemies. The Mormons who really 
violate the law by maintaining expensive 
harems are comparatively few. The disfran- 
chisement of every one of them would not 
overthrow Mormon ascendency at the ballot- 
box in Utah. Butall the Mormons of Utah 
regard polygamy as ordained of God, and its 
incorporation into their religious faith and 
practice as sanctified by direct revelation 
from Him. Hence a test-oath for the dis- 
franchisement of polygamists is regarded by 
the Mormons as one of those religious tests 
forbidden by the Constitution, and their cas- 
uistry teaches them that an oath unlawfully 
imposed is void in law and morals, and that 
false swearing in self-defense, and in defense 
of one’s religious and political rights, is not 
sinful, but justifiable when the necessity is 
imposed by lawless power. It was by this 
sort of casuistry that Delegate CANNON 
justified himself and was justified by all 
Mormons in taking the oath to uphold and 
obey the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, while he at the same time centinced 
his polygamous practices in open violation of 
those laws end of his oath. He and the peo- 
ple of his religious faith regarded the law 
against polygamy as “‘a Jaw respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion,’’ and therefore un- 
constitutional, void, and entitled to no obe- 
dience or respect. Of course, they were 
wrong, but we have to recognize facts, and 
the most important fact in this Utah problem 
is that,in every law against polyzamy, we 
really are legislating against the religious 
teachings, the religious faith and practice of 
one of the mest fanatical and one of the most 
powériuily organized churches the world 
sver saw. It is gathering the vigorous 
but ignorant poor of all the civilized and 
Christian nations of the earth into a won- 
drously prosperous hive of industry, where 
all of their maierial interests and human pas- 
sions ere inseparably bound up with tfle 


‘spiritual and temporal authority of a priest- 


hood, and are artfully blended into a faith as 
unquestioning, enduring and aggressive as 
ever that of Islam was. 

It is worse than folly to attempt to over- 
throw the authority and reform the practices 
of such an organization as this by merely dis- 
franchising a few of the most prosperous and 
influential members. This only rallies the 
entire membership to their support and sup- 
plies the martyr ‘‘seed”’? so highly prized by 
religious propaganda in ail ages and coun- 
tries. Test oaths sre odious, and disfran- 
chisement for an ayowed political object has 
never been popular or permanently effectual 
inthis country. Areform which cannot be 
effected without it is regarded as impractica- 
ble or as undesirable on such terms. 
The great body of the Confederate 
soldiers had no slave property, and 
in their hearts regretted the existence 
of theinstitution, but they fought and suf- 
fered like heroes in defense of what they had 
been taught toregard as their neighbors’ 
rights tyrannically assailed. The non-polyg- 
smous Mormons, the great mass of the Utah 
people, will, no doubt, show a similar spirit, 
and petty, unavailing but aggravating cru- 
sades, of the EDMUNDS Dill kind, are the 
very things to work them uptoit. Between 
moral suasion or religious conversion and 
the suppression of polygamy bythe most 
vigorous exercise of the Government’s pow- 
er thereisno middle ground remedy for 
the evil. If we cannot leave its cure to time 
and social influences, we must make the pun- 
ishment of polygamy severeand certain by 
taking the enforcementofthe law against it 
entirely out of Mormon hands and entrusting 


it to United States officers and judges, author- | 


ized to convict and punish without the inter- 
vention of Mormon juries or ballot boxes, 


BOURBONS WHO FORGIVE. 

Col. JEEMES N. BURNES is working things 
smoothly and beautifully in the Fourth Dis- 
trict. When the Democratic nomination for

Wherefore it 
begins to appear that his personal magnetism 
is wielding a very perceptible influence over 
the management of both the party organiza- 
tions that were expected to combine their 
forces against him. Indeed, it seems that he 
might be the standard-bearer of each one of 
them also, but for his own objection to the 
expensiveness and “bad form” of being “like 
CERBERUS, three gentlemen at once.” So 
the contest is being arranged bythe high 
contracting parties upon the basis of that 
harmonious disagreement which is next most 
conductive tothe election of Col. BURNES.

The Greenback Con- 
vention was therefore hurried upinthe in- 
terest of Col. BURNES, the nomination was 
tendered to Mr. ForD, and when he declined 
it, as the circumstances compelled him to do, 
Mr. NATHANIEL SISSON was trotted out as 
the Greenback nominee. There is a suspicion 
that SISSON may withdraw if the Republl- 
cans nominate ForD, but Col. BURNES, in 
his heroic opposition to “gluttonous poten- 
tates and soulless monopolies,’’ is liberal with 
his means, and a Greenback politician, may 
prove as weak as another in resisting the 
temptation ofa light and lucrative employ- 
ment as a third candidate for Congress during 
the dull fall months. _ 

The probable election of Col, BURNES un- 
der these circumstances will suggest a train 
of pleasing and edifying reflections to Repub- 
licans of a philosophic turn. It will teach 
them that the alleged Bourbons of Missouri 
ure amazingly ready to forget and forgive 
disagreeable things, and that the alleged 
‘*‘Bourbon prejudice’’ of the Missouri Demo- 
cratsis so faded away that, when properly 
handled, itis really no bar to the restoration 
of our State Government to the hands of 
those who were the chief advisers and bene- 
ficiarjes of the much denounced “robberies, 
excesses and outrages of Radical rule under 
the administrations of FLETCHER and Mc-

His Acquisition of the Hannibal 
and St. Joe Railroad. 


His Immense Possessions—He Controls 
$120,000,000 Capital

The rumor which was circulated on Satur- 
day that-Jay Gould bad secured control of 
the Hannibal and St. Jo Road has been con- 
firmed. The purchase was made directly by 
a number of men who have lorg been identi- 
fied with the management of the Wabash and 
Union Pacific systems. Among them are 


Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Siduey Dillon, 
Frederick L. Ames and Washington 
E. Connor, Gould’s principal broker. 


This syndicate ibought at 42 cents nearly the 
whole of the common stock of the Hanniba! 
and St. Joe Road, which, according to the 
last annualireport, amounted to 91,687 shares. 
It is certain that they purchased at jeast 9),- 
000 sharef. The whole amount of the pre- 
ferred stock is only $5,083,024, 80 that the 
Gould syndicate have secured ‘enough 
to give them absolute control. 
The negotiations were conducted bya weil 
known firm of brokers, the head of which 
brought matters tea close on Saturday, by 
threatening to put the large amount of Han- 
nikal and st. Joe stock held by these brokers 
on the market. It was known that the house 
was carrying at Jeast 15,000 shares of stock. 
Some ofthe other brokers had expressed an 


unwillingness to sell until it 
became certain that this large biock of 
stock would be offered on Monday. 


Frightened by this threat, they changed their 
tune and the negotiations were ciosed without 
delay. The sellers were mostly those who 
had been holding the stock for the last vear, 
carrying it forthe account of John R. Duff, 
of Boston. Duff has held on very tightiy. 
The “corner’’? which has developed in Han- 
nibal and St. Joe stock, ayear ago, was his 
work. In one day the price jumped up from 
96 to 181, and on the next to 200. 
Wall street discovered, with great surprise, 
that the head of the pool which ran the cor- 
ner was a young man named Duff, woo was 
comparatively unknown. He had inherited 
from his father, who died some years before, 
a fortune of between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, 
The elder Duff had made bis money in raii- 


road construction, and it was 
mainly through his influence that 
the Hannibal and St. Joe was built. 


The corner attracted great attention, es- 
pecially as it was the first known since the 
‘*Northwest” corner nine years before. The 
price was held up to 300 until most cf the 
settlements were made.

“Mr. O’Dav, howis it that Mr. Gould is

‘Section 136 of the Constitution has been 
misconstrued by those who are not lawyers. 
It prohibitsa man from being an officer in 
para'iel or competing lines, but Mr. Gould is 
an oflicer of only one road. There is nothing 
prohibiting a man trom being a stockholder 
in all the roads of this State at the same 
time.’? | 

“But the Constitution forbids the control 
of two parallel or competing lines by the 
same corporation, and if Mr. Gould obtains 
a majority of the stock of these roads, he js 
certainly controlling them all?’’ 

‘*Not mecessarily. I said that one might 
purciase stock in every road in Missouri—in 
fact, a majority of the stock—but he may not 
be able to vote it. ‘That is the difference. 
There is notbing prohibiting me from the 
purchase of stock in all these railroads if I 
choose to put it in my pocket and hold it in- 
dividually.” 

- **Ts not Mr. Gould open to criticism, at 
least, for this evasion of the State laws?’’ 

“By no means, and I should not like to see 
him attacked, though I do pot presume it 
would hurt him or would cause, any 
ili-feeling upun his part. The act is that 
since he obtained an interest inthe Missouri 
roads the people have had the benefit of 
cheaper and safer, transportation. ’’ 

Mr. O’ Day failed tosee where Mr. Gouid 
had violated the Constitution or laws in the 
purchase of controlling interests in the com- 
peting and parallel railway lines of the State.

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


DeLesseps and the Panama Canal 
Undertaking. 


Our Imports and Exports—The Yellow 
Fever Scare in Texas—Capitol 
Gossip. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 4.—M. De Les- 
seps’ recent 
Canal, in which he announced that England 
could not take possession of it except over 
the dead bodies of himseif and his son, adds 
some interest to a statement which has just 
been given the public by the State Depart- 
mentinits annual publication of the year’s 
correspondence. A letter from {he Américan 
representative at Bogota, Mr. Dichman, con- 
veys an account of an interview of M. De 
Lesseps with the Colombian representative 
in Paris,as reported by that gentleman to 
his home Government. + was upon the 
question of the Panama Canal and the 
American policy toward it, which latter he 
insisted was very unjust and unwise. He said 
that there remained to Colombia but one 
of two courses, either to make with ali Euro- 
pean Powers treaties similar to that made 
with the United States, or to annul that made 
with the United States, ifshe would avoid 
complications. “Diplomacy,’’ he said, “has 
never served but to recoguize accomplished 
facts. Thesword or genius opens a highway 
according to its mode, without caring for 
discussion; diplomacy comes after to say that 
it was well done. * * * This (referring 
to Columbia) is the open territory of a sister 
nation, of which other nations can not pos- 
sess themselves without violating the law of 
nations, nor without a struggle long and 
tenacious. The Colombians have, as I, 
Spanish blood in their veins, and the last one 
will die rather than consentto this spolia- 
tion.” Then with an outburst of enthusiasm 
he added: “As forme I would be honored 
to crown my career by being killed there, 
defending witharmsin my handsthe inde- 
pendenceand integrity of Colombia: The 
canal will be buiit and itsneutrality be pre- 


served.’ 
OUR IMPORTS. 


The Treasury Department furnishes a 
statement of imports and exports during the 
past year which shows the imports of coffee 
into the United States during the year ending 
June 30 to have been 450,000,000 pounds, or 
an average of 9 pounds to each inhabitant. 
It is valued at $46,000,000, while the coffee 
imports of last year were a trifle less in 
pounds, but valued at $10,000,000 more. In 
tea the amount imported was 78,000,000 
pounds, so that the average American citizen 
appears to consume about nine pounds of 
coffee yearly and less than halfa pound of 


tea. Of chicory over 4,000,000 pounds were 
brought in, and of cocoa 11,000,000 pounds. 
Of barley the imports for the year were 12,- 
000,000 bushels, of China ware $22,000,000, 
or about fifty cents “fall round.” Of 
sugar and molasses the total was about 
$100,000,000 worth, or $2 worth apiece, which 
at retail in its refined State probably doubled 
or trebied the importers’ valuation. Of silk 
goods about $40,000,000, which doubtiess 
nearly doubied in cost before reaching the 
consumer. Railroad iron fell off nearly 
100,000,000 pounds, and $1,500,000 as 
compared with last year. 
EXPORTS. 

Among the exports for the year were; Cot- 
ton manufactured, about $200,000,000; wheat, 
$118, 000,000 ;hog products,$83,000,000;, tobacco, 
$20,000,000; ice, $150,000, There is evidently 
little call for American hemp abroad, as the 
exports for the year are only reported at 


127, 

’ NO YELLOW FEVER. 

There is some suspicion that the yellow 
fever in Texas is about as a to suppress 
the $100,000 appropriated as is the $100,000 
likely to suppress it. The expenses of the 
work at Brownsville and vicinity are running 
up to over $000 a day. as the pay for the cor- 
don alone, and some people are bad enough 
to intimate that a little affair which is bring- 
ing $600 to $750 per day into the State is not 
likelv to end very suddenly. One gentleman 
who has watched it very closely said to me 
to-day: “There’s something about that yel- 
low fever there that I don’t under- 
stand. They keep on reporting forty 
and fifty new cases daily, and yet the 
number of deaths is remarkably small. 
They do not average threeaday. I don’t 
understand it, unless the scheme is to bring 
in all the funds into the State as far as pos- 
sible.’?

Some inquiry Shows 
that he certain'y put in a great deal of money, 
but that bis faith in newspapers has steadily 
declined as his trial has approached iis 
close. He paid $20, 500 for one 
share more than a majority of the stock of 
the National Republican. ‘Gorham was em- 
ployed as editor af $100 a week, and Kilbourn 
as business manager at $4,000. Other sala- 
ries were proportionately liberal, Every 
Saturday Brady gave his check for the deficit 
until at the end of twelve months his inyest- 
ment in that concern amountea to $40,000, 
What he gotforit when Geo. Bliss and oth- 
ers forced him to sell owt, under a threat to 
start another Republican paper to relieve 
President Arthur of the odium of having the 
Republican spoken of as the organ of the Ad- 
ministration, no one Knows exuctly; but it is 
very generally believed that he virtually gavo 
away his stock. 

The Critic has cost him first and last $20,- 
000, and the Capital stands for $10,000 more. 
Within a week he has offered his interest in 
each of these for sale at Jow figures. Besides 
those mentioned by the Critic, Brady showed 
his faith in newspapers by extending floancial 
favors to several others ia the District,and so 
popular dia he become with the Washington 

ress that, outside of the Star and Sunday 
Herald, there will not be found an unkind 
word or even a clipping directed against the 
Star Route defendants in the files of the 
Washington daily and weekly newspapers 
from the beginning of the scandal to the 
present time.

In came 
the sea, overthe gunwale, over the taffrai:, 
up to our waists, iifted the lifeboat out of its 
shackles, carried it overboard, smashing 
away stanchions and duyits, and out to sea, 
Then came the horrid cry of ‘Maa over- 
board |’ 


‘‘The helm was put down, the engine re- 
versed, and back we went on a seaich—al! 
the more so as sharks had been seen round 
the ship earlier in the morning. The boat 
was presently seen some 200 yards off, keel 
uppermost. Soon afterthe tvo men were 
observed clinging onto it. Then cume an 


after the boat, which was diifting rapidly 
toward the east.

As hecame down 
again the boat bad drifted forward, and he 
was plunged down in the boiling eea for five 
or six seconds. Up he came again as the ship 
heeled over, still hearing on, and missed by 
aa ace having his skull smashed agrinst the 
smail bowt'’s side. It was really a terrible 
sight, aud we shuddered as we laoked on, the 
boat all the while being Jashed up and 
down by the violence of the waves. 
But at last his opportunity came, and 
he dropped into the stern. At once he was 
followed by the boatswain, two firemen and 
two European sailors, the native crew bang- 
ing shamefully back, One of the passengers, 
a youre Enylish officer, Lionel Wolff, of the 
Seventh Fusiliers, a son of Sir Drummond 
Wolff, voluuieered at once. But the officer 
in charge would not accept a passenger’s ser- 
vices while men of the crew could be got, At 
last the buat shoved off and the oars were 
got oul, snd in a terribie sea they set out for 
the mis:iag boat. Directed by the moiions 
of a man pioft, they got alongside of ber and 
took the men aboard. Then began a hard 
row back. 


‘We lost sight of her again and again, won- 
dering how she could live in such asea. But 
stillshe held on, and got at jast under our 
lee. By the help ofacase of oii scattered 
over the waves they were comparatively 
stilled, aladder was let down, and when the 
last man stepped on board such acheer greet- 
ed him astold him what we thought of his 
pluck and thatofthe gallant feliows with 
bim.
